Moreover, the selection of any other mechanical componets would have been obvious as mere selection of 
other similar mechanical components, to achieve similar results. Also, the changing of "at least one sales agency" to "plural sales 
agencies" are significant and would require new searches. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's comment that Vorobief fails to 
disclose or suggest order processing means for taking information from the purchaser to purchase the mechanical component which has 
a rolling element and a sliding bearing is not persuasive because these are not in the original claim 1, element (b1). The appear in the 
preamble of claim 1 which has no patentable weight since they are merely intended use of the marketing support system. Applicant's 
comment that Vorobiev does not relate to purchase the car but merely to purchase other items after the purchase of the car, this is not 
found persuasive because the current claim language does not reflect these arguments and the components are not that specific to 
indicate that this deals with purchasing a car and not after the purchase of a car.
